If you are affected, write a 
letter. A great deal is at stake and 
letters help in decision-making.

The Oregon State Need Grant is available in 1996-97 to resident full- 
time undergraduates with an income of $31,000 or less (for a family of 
four). However, many of these eligible students receive no grant because 
the state has not funded the program 
to allow each eligible student to get 
a grant. 

About 9,000 eligible students re- 
ceived no grant last year. About 
7,000 were community college 
students. 

Oregon provided $25.5 million in 
financial aid to its eligible low-in- 
come residents in the 1995-97 bi- 
ennium, plus an additional $3 mil- 
lion for supplemental grants to stu- 
dents attending independent insti- 
tutions. 

These grants are about $858 for 
community college students, $1,056 for OSSHE students and $1,518 for 
students at independent colleges. Students at independent colleges are 
also currently eligible for a supplemental state grant of about $1200 each. 

Oregon needs about $32.5 million in order to provide a Need Grant to 
each eligible low-income Oregonian. That is an increase of about $7 mil- 
lion over the amount allocated for the current biennium (roughly $25.5 
million). Without this increase, many full-time low-income students, most 
of whom attend community colleges, will get no grant.
